food administration is'expected to 
strike soon at profiteers in corn­ 
meal and flour. 
Lim itation of huge 
profits 
of 
milters and wholesalers in these 
wheat substitutes is looked for in 
the wake of a rigid investigation 
now practically completed. 
The public, sincere in its effort 
to conserve wheat, is now paying 
51 2 cents a pound for white corn­ 
meal. it is sfated— twice the 1917 
average and 
as 
against 1.6c a 
pound before the war. 
This price 
prevails despite huge corn supplies 
available for consumption. 
Receipts of corn at primary in­ 
terior points for enc w rck last 
month were 
12,849,000 
bushels, 
against 5,243,000 
for 
the corres­ 
ponding week last year. 
Cornmeal is selling at retail for 
3' 2c a pound in New York and for 
7.2c in Chicago. The 
average re­ 
tail price throughout the United 
States is about 6'4c. 
Unrestricted profits push prices 
out cf reach of the poor, Herbert 
Hoover says, and it is to equalize 
the burden on all classes that he 
is working to 
limit 
profits 
on 
wheat substitutes.

The tax levy ordinance provides ‘a 
special property tax for the purpose 
of Improving, maintaining and repair­ 
ing any and 
all 
streets, 
avenues, 
lanes, alleys, courts, places and side­ 
walks in the city of Santa Ana, un­ 
der and pursuant to the provisions of 
any street improvement act providing 
for the acceptance of the streets by 
Santa Ana.’
